tion. 

They point out that none of the 
American officers or men wore silk 
stockings and argue that it is quite 
interesting that the American war de- 
partment would go so far in time of 
stress as to promote good relations be- 
tween visiting Americans and their ac- 
quaintances in France. |

GETS HIS MAN 


Negress Convicted. 


Dorsey Chambliss, Negro ex-police- 
man, was found guilty of seduction last 
night by a jury in Judge Lewis’ court. 

The verdict convicts Chambliss, then 
a uniformed patrolman, of the crime of 
luring 17 year old»Bertha Wiebeck to 
her ruin, a plight which speedily re- 
sulted in her death in the county hos- 
pital last February. She was poor, 
ignorant, and newly arrtved in Chi- 
cago from a Kansas village and Cham- 
bliss enticed her into a brief immoral 
life in the south side Negro district. 

The death of the girl and publicity 
given to the crime aroused the women 
of the city and even caused the gov- 
ernor of Kansas to appeal to the state’s 
attorney for an aggressive prosecution. 


His Accomplice Also Convicted. 

The jury which convicted Chambliss 
also, found guilty his colored accom- 
plice, Mrs. Emma Ross. Neither of 
the two was sentenced, but both, under 
the lav’, face imprisonment for five| 
years and fines of $1,000 each. 

It took the jury only two hours and 
twenty-five minutes to dispose of the 
case, which had been marked by so 
many legal delays and so many sus- 
picions of “ rotten politics,” to use the 
term of State's Attérney Hoyne. The 
verdict was read at 7:30 p. m.. 

There was no demonstration. The 
court had taken precautions against 
one. Twenty-five bailiffs and deputy 
sheriffs were on hand in the crowded 
courtroom. Judge Lewis, after the 
jury had retired, had warned the spec- 
tators that he intended to punish any 
one who was responsible for cisorder. 

Receive Verdict Quietly. 

. There was a moment of tension 
when the verdict was announced, but 
Chambliss himself fRhowed little emo- 
tion when his fate was made known to

May 27.—I'm the first,newspaper man 
of any nationality who has ever at- 
tended a regularly constituted law 
court of the Irish republic, and for 
five hours today [ have listened to 


such a court administering justice. 


As a result [ am convinced that in 
this county—and i am told in the whole 
provincee of Connaught—the only rec- 
ognized authority is that of the repub- 
licans and that the republican authori- 
tles are functioning normally and effi- 
ciently and with the moral support of 
the public greater than ever enjoyed 
by the British courts. 

Enforce Stern Justice. : 

It used to be sAid“*that the king’s 
writ does not run west of the Shannon. 
That is true today, but there is a dif- 
ference. In the old days the territory 
west of the Shannon was the victim of 
bandits and outlaws. Today the writ 
of the Irish republic runs and is en- 
forced with stern and impartial jus- 
tice. 

I learned in Dubiin yesterday that a 
court, constituted under the authority 
of Dail Firann, would sit today, and I 
made arrangements’ to attend. For 
obvious reasons it was not wise to let 
any one in Dublin know the exact place 
of the sitting so I travelled to Ros-

All dealt with 
conditions arising out of the land hun- 
ger in this congested district, where 
there are too'many people and too lit- 
tle land, and the notable feature was 
the insistence of the republican court 
in upholding the property rights while 
recognizing the necessity of provid- 
ing land for the landless. 

No criminal cases were tried at this 
tribunal, but the criminal courts also 
are functioning when required and 
sentences are enforced by the repub- 
lican volunteer army.

offered in evidence today in the rail- 
road rate hearing before the interstate 
commerce commission. The presenta- 
tion was made by Thomas W. Hulme 
of Philadelphia, vice chairman of the 
conference committee on valuation for 
the carriers. 

The preliminary engineering reports 
of the vajuation bureau of the inter- 
state commerce commisston have been 
completed for fifty class I railroads. 
These reports show the cost of repro- 
duction of each railroad on the basis 
of 1914 costs for labor and materials, 
when prices were about half what they 
are today.

The president vetoed the joint reso- 
tion restoring a state of peace with 
Germany, which he said “ would place 
an ineffaceable stain upon the gallan- 
try and honor of the United States” 
pecause the resolution fails to accom- 
lish the purposes for which the na-] 
on went to war as embodied in the 
rejected'Versailles treaty. 


Senators Reject Mandate Plea. 


The senate committee on foreign re- 
stions rejected the president’s plea to 
accept the mandate for Armenia, only 
wo of the Democratic members sup- 

ing Mr. Wilson. This action means 
the burial of the Armenian mandate 
proposition by congress. 

By a vote of 11 to 4 the committee 
reported to the senate a resolution pro- 
viding that “congress hereby respect- 
fully declines to grant the executive 
the power to accept a mandate over 
Armenia.” 

Voting for the resolution were Sen- 

Lodge, McCumber, Borah, Bran- 
degee, Fall, Knox, Harding, Johnson 
of California, New, and Moses, Re- 
publicans, and Shields, Democrat. Op- 
psing it were Hitchcock, Williams, 
smith of Arizona, and Pittman, Dem- 
ocrats, Hitchcock and Smith being 
against a mandate but cbjecting to 
the form of the resolution. 

No Resubmission of Treaty. 


The president failed to resubmit the 
peace treaty with the veto of the Knox 
peace resolution, and information from 

| the White Housé indicates that Mr. 
Wilson postponed the broadside he 
contemplated unloosing on the league 
of nations issue. 

Chairman Porter of the foreign af- 
fairs committee said that an effort 
would be made in the house tomorrow 
to repass the peace resolution over 
ths veto, but neither he nor other Re- 
publican leaders are sanguine of suc- 
gess. The peace resolution is regarded 

defunct. 
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The alternative is repeal of the war 
‘egislation to which the Democrats in 
the house committed themselves. Bea- | 
dtor Borah is demanding this action, 
but Mr. Porter thinks it would be a 
futile move, being convinced the presi- 
dent would veto any measure with- 
drawing his extraordinary war time

700 Mile Line Guarded 
Mostly by Patrols.

ILLINOIS AND CHICAGO. 
(Davenport, Ta., Times. 

One of the interesting proposals of the constitution- 
al convention at Springfield, Ill., is that in some way 
a plan shall be worked out which will limit Chicago’s 
representation in the legislatures to be created by the 


new constitution. 


It is realized that there are influences at work in 
the large city which are detrimental at times to the 
remainder of the state. 

As a matter of fact, it is said, there ts a feeling in 
Chicago that it would be well for the state as a whole 
to limit the city’s power in some way, not as an ab- 
stract matter of right, but as a practical matter. 

Therefore the suggestion has been made that a leaf 
might be taken from the experience and practice of 
the federal government. Representation in the house 
could be on a population basis, it is said, while Trep- 
resentation in the senate could be on a territoria] 
basis. | | 

Such an arrangement, a compromise in itself, would 
ultimately force compromises on all proposed legisla- 
tion supported by the downstate members and op- 
posed by the city members of the house, and on that 
which is urged by Chicago and opposed by the re- 
mainder of the state.

While passage of the bonus bill on Sat- 
urday is quite possible, final enactment of 
the legislation at this session is consid- 
ered out of the question.’ It is probable 
the bill will not be acted upon by the 
senate finance committee, but if it should 
be there are a number of senators who 
are prepared to conduct a filibuster to 
prevent action by the senate during the

BIRD NOTES. 

OME years ago in a little Illinois 
town there lived a lady whom we 
might call “the Humming Bird 
Woman.” She had a. beautiful 

flower garden and she loved birds as 
most flower lovers do. An occasional 
humming bird visited her garden and 
aroused her curiosity as they do with 
everybody; so alluringly beautiful and 
restless are they that one seldom gets 
but a fleeting glance at them before 
they are gone; and she set about to 
make friends with these shy birds. She 
put out sweetened water and before 
long the good news was spread 


throughout Humming Birdland and 
they came by the hundreds. As the 
years passed some of the birds learned 
to love her and would alight on her 
shoulder and in her hair—no Oriental 
princess ever wore such a head dress 
as a living humming bird. This lady 
demonstrated that even the cautious 
humming bird will make friends if 
properly treated. 

Concegning the feeding of humming 
birds Grace Sherwood, in the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, says: “ We use one part 
Put the 
sugar in a bottle of convenient size to 
hold in the hand, give a few shakes to 
dissolve the sugar and the food {s ready 
for use. For feeders the favorite size 
bottle is about 2% inches long and 2 
inches in circumference. 


“We soon found tying the bottles up 
each time they needed filling or clean- 
ing too much trouble, so I made little 
holders for them. I usually use raffia, 
making little basket-like affairs, but 
any material, any method, just so the 
bottles slip in and out easily. Fasten 
the holders to porch pillars, trellises, 
any convenient place. 


“In the beginning a paper sign is 
important; take a few petal shaped 
scraps of crepe paper, red and yellow 
aré favorite colors, tie them into some 
resemblance of a flower and fasten to 
the holder. After the birds once get 
the idea of an unfailing supply await- 
ing them no other attraction is needed 
and they will let you know in unmis- 
takable language when the bottles are 
empty.”

DRAINAGE BOARD 
O. K’S $1,000,000 
ROAD TO JOLIET 


Highway Will LinkCity 
and Farms. 


Construction of a broad concrete 
highway from Chicago to Joliet along 
the banks of the drainage canal to 
facilitate the movement of produce 
from truck farms to Chicago and per- 
mit reclamation of 4,000 acres of pub- 
lic lands fer faét@ry sites, was ap- 
proved by the sanitary district trustees 
yesterday. | 

Instructions were given the chief 
engineer to proceed immediately with 
his surveys, and submit his estimates 
as early as possible. Tentative esti- 
mates fix the cost in excess of one 
million dollars. Conferences will be 
held with the city council, park com- 
missioners, and representatives of 
other affected municipalities with a 
view to joint codperation. 


Benefit Outshadows Cost. 


The cost will be small compared with 
the benefits, financially and ptherwise, 
Trustee Patrick J. Carr declared in his 
alidress of approval. He pointed out 
that 4,000 acres would be reclaimed 
with a value of from $50 to $75,000 
am acre. 
“Taxes would be reduced, because 
the district would become seif-support- 
ing,” Trustee Carr declared. 

A spirited debate preceded the vot- 
ing. Trustees Charles H. Sergel, 
Matthias A. Mueller, and James H. 
Lawley questioned the expediency of 
undertaking such a big improvement 
at this time. They voted against the 
confirmatory resolution. Trustees vot- 
ing for it were Patrick J. Carr, Wal- 
lace G. Clark, William J. Healy, Harry 
A. Littler, Willis O. Nance, and George 
W. Paullin.

Heavy Arrivals Cause 
Big Slump on Market 


Strawberries, onions, leaf lettuce, 
rhubarb, and radishes led the slump 
that struck the South Water street 
vegetable Market yesterday. Heavy 
arrivals sent prices toppling. 


While. the Straxberries for- 
26 to 40 cents a quart, Pg ew 


and 75 cents a month ago, they are 
still unusually high for this time of 
year, according te Sol Westerfeld, head 
of the Retail Grocers’ association. 

“Poor transportation conditions are 
responsible,” Mr. Westerfeld said. 

Onions, the Bermudas, sold yester- 
day for 10 cents a pound retail, while 
their green cousins brought 5 to 7% 
cents a bunch, as against $1.50 per 
dozen bunches a few weeks ago. 

Leaf lettuce which was priced at 60 
cents a box wholesale a month ago 
tumbled to 25 to 30 cents a box. 
barb sold three pounds for 25 cents, 
as against 20 to 25 cents a pound a 
week ago. Radishes sold for-5 cents 
a bunch on “the street.’’ Cabbages 
sold for from 5 to 7 cents a pound and 
were 10 to 12 cents last week. 


Oranges still are high because of 


fornia. brought 50 cents a pound retail. 
Apples are late and lemons about nor- 
mal. Pineapples, usually plentiful at 
this time of year, are scarcer than they 
have been for years, fruit men say.

$125 FOR NORTHERN ILLINOIS. 


Springfield, Ill., May 27.—The West- 
ern United Gas and Electric company 
was authorized today by the state pub- 
lic utilities commission to increase gas 
service rates in sixty-four communities 
in northern Illinois, | 

Among the cities affected are Auro- 
ra, North Aurora, Joliet, Lockport, Ge- 
neva, Elgin, South Elgin, and St. 
Charles. 

The new rates were made effective 
May 1, 1920. They provide for a gen- 
eral service rate of $1.25 per 1,000 cubie 
feet gross, or $1.20 net. The rate for 
prepayment meters is $1.25 net. Whole- 
sale and maximum demand rates are 
also fixed by the order. The case is 
set for further hearing in Chicago on 
July 14 to determine the reasonable- 
ness of the rates. .

Running too many animals on the 
pasture is one of the most dangerous 
practices on grazing land of any kind. 
The careful farmer never allows his 
live stock to run in the pasture in the 
spring until the sod is firm and the 
grass has made a good start. Patches 
rooted up by hogs should be leveled 
down and reseeded. 

Poor grasses and weeds may be elimi- 
nated and clover and good grasses sub- 
stituted if the right kind of plant food 


ed for grasses. It stimulates the growth 
of Kentucky bluegrass, while potash 
and phosphoric actd tend to bring back 
clover. Since clover is desired, the fer- 
tilizer should be rich in potash and 
phosphoric acid. From 200 to 400 
pounds to the acre is a_ profitable 


is, best to spread it on the ground 
when the grass turns green in the 
spring. 

A fertilizer containing 12 per cent 
phosphoric acid and 4 per cent nitro- 
gen is recommended for a pasture on a 
sandy loam soil. For a loam soil a fer- 
tilizer with 2 per cent less nitrogen is 
about right, while on a clay soil phos- 
phoric acjd alone is most profitable, |

No names were mentioned on the 
platform, but in the lobby of the ho- 
tels it was common talk that the de- 
nomination was the Baptist church, 
north, and that the individual was 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. 

Mr. Baer stated that these “ prefer- 
ential underwritings"” amount to be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. It 
would simply mean that if the inter- 
church failed as a business concern 
this “one denomination” and this “‘one 
individual” would have: to -be paid 
first and that any other denominations 
or individuals who had done any un- 
derwriting could divide what was left 
or perhaps get nothing. 

Leaders state among themselves that 
the Presbyterian church a year ago in 
St. Louis went into the interchurch in 
ignorance of any “ preferential under- 
writings.”” The procedure was referred 
to as a “blind switch.” There is 
strong feeling here. The interchurch 
debt at present amounts to $9,600,000. 
The opinion is expressed quite freely 
here that Mr. Rockefeller should come 
forward and pay this himself.
